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Remarks 


The£ figures of births^ and deaths shown in^this 
statement for week ending the 5th May 1956 
relate to 238 towns with an estimated population of 
34138 thousands. The total number of towns is 
317, and their population is 41,516 thousands. Thus 
75% of the total number ol towns representing 82% 
of the total population is covered in this statement. 
The number of births and deaths recorded in these 
towns were 18,585 and 8,341 representing birth and 
death rates of 28-3 and 12-7 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(a) States ( Part A and C) ' The data here 
relate to 194 towns with an estimated population 
of 27,770 thousands. Information about Delhi, 
and Madhya Pradesh could not be included. The 
total number of towns is 252 and their popu- 
lation is 33,432 thousands. Thus 77% of the 
total number of towns representing 83% of the 
total population is covered. The number of births 


and deaths recorded in these towns were 15,623 
and 7,282 representing birth rates and death rates of 
29-3 and 13*6 per thousand of population respec- 
tively. The table at the end gives the position by 
States. 

No town recorded a high death rate of 50 or over 
per thousand of population. 

(b) States ( Part B) : — The data here relate to 44 
towns with an estimated population of 16,368 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 65 and thei population 
is 8,084 thousands. Thus 68% of the total number 
of towns representing 79% of the total population 
is covered. The number of births and deaths re- 
corded in these towns were 2,962 and 1,059 repre- 
senting birth and death rates of 24^2 and 8*6 per 
thousand of population respectively. No town 
recorded a high death rate of 50 or over per thousand 
of population .
